Probably no measure that will be 
considered by the state legislature is 
of more general interest in Jackson 
county than that known as the tax 
reform Bill which ha- been approved 
by the state tax eommisioners.

Section 56 A has been 
modified to read as follows: 
“For the purpose of securing full, 
true and just returns 
of all such 
kind of property designated as cred­ 
its as defined in Section 66 of this 
act ;ind as more specifically enumer­ 
ated in tho schedule and assessment 
sheet as set out in Section 69 of this 
aet, and for better equalizing taxa­ 
tion among all the people, and un­ 
certain nature 
and value 
thereof, 
any person being thp owner of such 
property listed as credits on the per­ 
sonal proerty schedule may have an 
amount equal to 75 per centum of 
such total amount returned deducted 
from the assessed valuation of such 
total 
amount of 
credits and 
the 
amount of such valuation remaining 
after such deduction shall have been 
made, shall form tin* basis for a s­ 
sessment and taxation for the prop­ 
erty listed as credits for said year.’* 
Another important change in the 
bill is that which provides for a re­ 
ferendum 
vote on bond 
issues of 
$$50,000 or over . 
In the first draft 
the authority for a city, township 
or county to make such a loan was 
left with the state board, but under 
the proposed change, this rest- with 
the public. 
In case the state board 
refuses to approve tile loan, the m at­ 
ter can then be voted upon and if 
the majority of the people favor the 
indebtedness the state board is com­ 
pelled to recognize it. 
This change the state tax commis­ 
sioners have approved, for the tax 
reform bill will be better understood 
in connection 
with provisions 
al­ 
ready in the bill. 
The hill provides 
that no more revenue shall be raised 
in 
any taxing unit 
than is 
now 
raised,- unless the state board of tax 
commissioners approves of an in­ 
crease. 
This restriction was incor­ 
porated in order to prevent an ex- 


eessive tax burden when assessments 
are brought up to true cash value, or 
IOO per cent. 
If valuations 
were 
doubled the tax rates would have to 
he cut down one-half. 
Taxing dis­ 
tricts having, say, a rate of $3 on 
the $100, would have a rate of $1.59 
it’ the 
valuation of 
property were 
doubled. 
The state tax commission­ 
ers feared that if valuations were 
brought ui> to IOO per cent there 
would be excessive taxation because 
in many districts the rates would not 
be reduced in proportion to the in­ 
crease in va luations. 
So they put 
in 
tin* bill the restriction 
that no 
more revenue should be raised in 
the future than at present without 
the approval of the state board. Ibis 
would 
necessarily 
force 
the 
tax 
rates down 
unless the .-tate 
hoard 
authorized more revenue. 
The state tax commissioner-, rea­ 
lizing that bonds might be issued and* 
thus indirectly defeat the restriction j 
on tho amount of revenue raised, putj 
in the 
bill a provision 
that bonds 
could not 
he issued without 
their 
approval. 
The change the commis­ 
sioners have agree to relates to the 
issuance of bonds. 
Ihe state lax 
commissioners would still have the 
final authority to say whether ’.tx 
rates 
should be 
increased, but 
ii 
they decided against bond issues of 
$50,000 or over, their decision could 
be overthrown by a vote of the peo­ 
ple. Where bonds arc thus authorized. 
the tax rate would have to be made 
sufficient to pay the interest and ul­ 
timately the principle. 
This new feature of th,* bill, s a f e ­ 
guarding the right of local sell-gov­ 
ernment through a vote of the peo­ 
ple, reads as follow-: 
“ Provided, however. That in case 
any petition for the issue of such 
bonds in an amount not le ss than 
$50,000 has been denied by the -tate 
board of tax commissioners, the tax- 
levying officer or officers in the unit 
affected by such denial may, within 
ten days from the date of such deni­ 
al, file 
in tho office 
of said 
state 
board of tax commisioners a petition 
for the submission of the question 
whether such bonds shall be issued 
to the legal voters of th,, taxing unit 
to be affected thereby, lf such board 
be satisfied that said last named pe­ 
tition is in due form, it shall grant 
the prayer thereof with in ten days 
from the filing of such petition and 
order such election at a time to he 
fixed in 
such order. 
The 
county 
auditor shall give the notice for such 
election, and all proceedings for the 
holding 
of such 
election shall 
he 
governed by the law regulating gen­ 
eral elections in such municipality. 
The county auditor shall certify the 
result of such election to the state 
board of tax commissioners within 
ten days after the filing of such cer­ 
tificate of result shall enter an order 
approving such issue.

Mongol Monerch Is Also Official Head 
cf a 
Religion, Though 
Little 
Known to the World. 


T he most absolute m onarch in the 
world is the least known. 
He rules 
in I’rga. 
It is the capital of Mon- 
golia, and the potentate is at the same 
time the official head of a religion. 
He is, in fact, the Mongol pope. 
Drga is to some extent a modern 
town, having many Chinese and Rus­ 
sian Inhabitants; but the native por­ 
tion of it bears no resemblance to 
anything that can be found anywhere 
else on earth. 
For this Mongol part 
of the city is movable and constantly 
changes its location and arrangem ent.

SHOFAh GF GREAT ANTIQUITY 


Oldest Fo rm of W ind Instrument That 
H as Been Retained in Use by 
the World. 
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Dr. Cyrus 
Adler, 
writing 
of 
the 
shofar, 
calls 
it 
the 
.solitary 
mu­ 
sical instrum ent actually preserved In 
the Mosaic ritual. 
“ It 
is 
also.” 
he 
says, “the oldest form of wind instru­ 
ment known to be retained in use by 
the world. 
Professor Steinthal point­ 
ed out Himt lids was an instrument 
no doubt used in prehistoric times. 
Wetzstein is of the opinion th a t tile 
use of the ram ’s horn may have been 
borrowed by the Israelites and goes 
back to a people who were engaged 
solely in the care of s h e e p ; by them 
it was used as a 
signal 
of alarm. 
There can be little doubt that It lias 
been continuously used in the Mosaic 
service from the tim e it was establish­ 
ed until now. 
The shofar was not the 
only horn used by the Israelites as a 
musical instrum ent, but no copies or 
representations of other musical in­ 
strum ents have come down 
to 
us. 
From the Talm ud we learn that the 
use of the shofar as a note of alarm, 
of war, was transferred to other sea­ 
sons of danger and distress. 
Famine, 
a plague of locusts, and drought occa­ 
sio n e d the blowing of this instrum ent. 
The shofar w as employed at the pub­ 
lic ceremony of excommunication. 
A 
very curious use of the shofar in later 
times was in funeral ceremonies.

In ee-e a stra y dog is 
picked up and hi- owner cannot he 
found the city will lie given authority 
to dispose of the animal, if the new 
ordinance i- passed. 
Those who in­ 
sist that they should be permitted 
to harbor dog- in the eitv. argue 
that if a dog i- well cared for he 
will not leave th* premises of the 
owner, and that the complaint- of 
damage are due to tin* stray dog- 
vvliieh lune no home. 
Such an o r­ 
dinance a- is now considered would 
meet th* objections of dog owners, 
to the pre-ent regulations.

hiss.”

written by Miss Annie McViear, a 
young Scottish woman, who spent con­ 
siderable of her early life in Amer­ 
ica. 
The occasion which prompted 
the words of this song was the de­ 
parture of the Marquis of Huntley 
for the continent with ids regiment 
in 1799. 
The music to which Miss McVic- 
nx’s poem h a t laten set is several 
hundred years old, and it was rescued 
from oblivion by Mr. Fitzgerald, to 
who’ll the world e ves ?i great debt of 
gratitude for his untiring work in this 
direction.
